Harold A. Cooch, who rose from a 
16-cent-an-hour apprentice job to be- 
come head of Canadian Westinghouse 
Company has retired from his post as 
board chairman after an executive 
career that spanned 46 years 

Harold Cooch has been nationally 
known for more than 40 years for his 
efforts to promote the growth of the 
electrical industry. Whereas he served 
with in World War One, 
he was largely responsible with the 
late Joseph T. Thwaites, a Westing- 
house engineer, for the development 
of Ignitron rectifiers which made pos- 
sible the mass production of aluminum 
in World War Two.
